an hundred guns had taken fin; and every ſoul on 


board had periſhed. My poor friend, who was the 
wife of this worthy Admiral, that inſtant fell back 
ſenſeleſs, and to all appearance dead. The confuſion 
and ſurprize of the company you may eaſily ſup- 
poſe. I attended to little elſe but the victim of this 
horrid tale, who, indeed, I feared in my diſtraction 
| was too far gone to be recovered by any efforts 
that a phyſician then preſent could uſe to reſtore 
her, but through the mercy of Providence ſhe at 
length opened her eyes; but the agonies of grief 
with which ſhe ſtruggled, upon again coming to 


her ſenſes, are too painful to me to deſcribe, were 


it poſſible. She was immediately carried home, 
| when after being ſome days confined to her bed in 
a fever, in a ſtate little ſhort of frenzy, ſhe was 
ſuddenly reſtored to reaſon and happineſs by a 
letter from the Admiral himſelf, dated fince the 
receipt of the information, acquainting her he was 
perfectly well, and had not met with the leaſt ac- 
cident to their fleet ſince the time of their embar- 
kation. Various other misfortunes of this kind

thus far is certain, that a perſon without ſenſibility 
can never be an Oe of our een or eſteem; : 
2 beedleſs indifference enjoy more e e 
nefs than one alive to all the finer feelings can poſ- 
| fibly do, by how much more the griefs ang ſorrows 
of this preſent ſtate weigh heavier in the balance 
than the joys and pleaſures of it. Man was un- 
doubtedly deſigned by his Maker to partake in the 


griefs, as well as ſhare in the joys of his fellow crea- 


| tures; to rejoice with thoſe who do rejoice, and 
weep with thoſe who weep, is invariably the lan- 
guage of holy writ; but never are we promiſed 
that the joys of this world ſhall exceed the ſorrows 
of it, on the contrary, we are told, in various paſ- 

| ſages like tbis, that man is born to trouble, as the 
ſparks fly upwards, &c. &c.; but J mean not that 
refleftions like theſe ſhould depreſs our ſpirits, but 
| they ſhould ſerve to ſtrengthen our refolutions and 


_ affections, 
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affeQions, and animate us to ſhare with and affiſt 
our fellow creatures in bearing. their burthens 
through this ſtate of trial. 


I was a few evenings ago led into a About on 
this ſubject with a friend of mine, poſſeſſed of a re- 
fined underſtanding and an elegant turn for poetry. 

I could well perceive he felt the ſubject, and that 
he dwelt with great force and energy of expreſſion 
on it; but I well knew he had drank deep in the 
cup of adverſity, and that he owned a moſt expand- 
ed and benevolent heart; therefore finding our
